Continuation of 3. NOTE: The grounds of rejection has been carefully reconsidered in light of Applicant's arguments and is thought to 
be proper and cannot be withdrawn. Inasmuch as Applicant argues that contrary to examiner's interpretation, the preamble already 
distinguishes from the prior art (despite the desired scope of invention being pointed out within the body of the claim), it is not clear why 
further amendment of the preamble relating to unclaimed structures should be entered now. It is examiner's position that further 
amendment of the preamble as now suggested does not clearly result in allowable subject matter consistent with the issues raised to 
date in this prosecution.
